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Continuation of 1 1) Regarding applicant's arguemtents the Liu reference lacks the claimed first and second threshold comparisons, the 
applicant argues the Liu reference compares the value of beascon status of message counter to a threshold value, and depending on the 
result, the counter continues to count or a node processor determines that new neighbors may have been discovered or that a neighbor has 
changed. The applicant contends that this thresholding is not comparing signal strengths, however the examiner cites specifically claim 7, 
wherein the node quantity is a value used by the algorithm determines the quality exceeding the threshold from among other 
communication units. 

The applicant contends that the examiner does not point out what specifically in Balogh corresponds to the claimed first and second 
predetermined signal strength thresholds. The examiner however specifically disclosed wherein the Balogh reference teaches wherein a 
table is maintained with a predetermined threshold values and a determining section is used to compare the first signal to a first 
predetermined signal strength threshold and signal levels of the first and the second access point are compared and it is checked if the 
difference of signal levels of the first access points are compared and checked if the difference is greater than a predetermined signal limit. 
The Balogh table which corresponds to the adding and dropping of nodes adds and drops nodes by deciding which access point to use in 
order to access a network. 
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
